Six Hundred Indiana Towns 


Do Not Know How to 


Elect Trustees. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 28.—Some 
Ix hundred incorporated towns in the 
state which have not yet achieved the 
distinction of being called cities, and 
therefore are controlled by a special 
town act of the general assembly of 
1909, are in a quandary as to how to 
elect their trustees this fall, and inci- 
dentally are denouncing the members 
of the general assembly for careless- 
ness in phrasing the law. 
The office 


of the attorney general has been ap- 
pealed to by a number of towns for 
construction of the new law, but the 
reply has been, In all instances, that 
there Is '-no power in the state to con- 
strue the law except the supreme 
court, and that although the law as 
printed seemingly means nothing at 
all. nevertheless it Ss the law. 


The measure provides that town- 


trustees shall be elected this fall, one 
from each ward, and that In towns 
which have "an even number of trus- 
tees, one half of the persons of any 
such - town that receive the 
highest 


number of votes at the regular elec- 
tion in 1903 shall be regarded as elect- 
ed thereto (the office of trustee) for a 
period of four years and the other half 
for a period of two years, and in 
towns having an uneven number of 
trustees, one lera than one half of 
such trustees receiving the highest 
number _ of votes shall serve for four 
years and 
th« remainder for two 


; rears.' 


Washington, June 28.—Without de- 


bate the senate today placed cotton 
bagging on the free list and agreed'to 
tho house rate of three-tenths of a cent 
a pound oh cotton ties. 


The concession on bagging was made 


to save time. The item will still have 
to run the gauntlet in conference. 


By a majority of seven the senate 


voted down an amendment to the tar- 
iff bill making Cotton ties free of duty. 
The vote stood 31 to 38.

Supreme Court to Settle Is- 


sue After Vacation- 


Weak Points, 
i 


Indianapolis, June 28.—The constitu- 


tionality, of. the local-option law is be- 
ing called iij question, the moat recent 
Instance being the ruling o£ Judge 
Dodge, of Qoshen, that 'the entire act 
was unconstitutional. In this case ap-' 
peared State Senator Robert E. Proc- 
:or, the author of the repeal bill which 
failed ot passage at the last session 
of the legislature. .Judge Dodge's de- 
cision virtually sustained Proctor's ar- 
gument. A number of the cases de- 
cided by the lower courts have been 
appealed, but the supreme cqurt has 
recently announced, that none of the 
local option cases would be acted upon 
until after the vacation term, which 
begins this week. The briefs filed in 
these cases call for almost endless in- 
vestigation, if all the legal citations 
offered are an indication. 


One of the most exhaustive of thp 


briefs filed In these appeal cases is 
that filed by-Shirts & Fertlg and Ferd- 
inand . Winter in the case of George 
McPherson, of Noblesvilie. McPherson 
was -granted a, license by 'the county 
commissioners of Hamilton country on 
Dec.-S,- 1888. On Jan. 26, 1D09, the 
county voted dry. 
McPherson's- of 


fense is'that on'April 27, 1309, he sold 
one gill of whisky for consumption as 
a beverage. The facts were admitted 
and McPherson was fined $20 and costs 
violation ot the law. 


Constitutionality Is Attacked. 


The constitutionality of the act is at- 


tacked on several points. 
The title is. 


declared inconsistent with the body of 
the net, and because of such inconsist- 
ency is made meaningless in so far as 
it refers to succeeding' clauses.

confers legislative powers 
upon 
the 


people contrary to the constitution. It 
is declared in violation of the constitu- 
tional provision that no slaw shall take 
effect upon any authority except as

ings, but even more as a PROTECTION AGAINST THE DEFILEMENT of ' 
the park by the BAD CHARACTEES that now frequent it after nightfall.

Lawton park is the trysting place of DEPRAVED MEN and V I C I O U S 
WOMEN, and that giddy young girls who lack moral and mental balance 
there play with the fires of hell.

little better elsewhere, and NOT A SINGLE PARK in the City is lighted as 
it should be. 


"The whole system of public lighting, in fact, has been SHAMEFULLY 


NEGLECCTED in order to supply current at ruinously low prices to a few 
manufacturers who have the NECESSARY PULL and to employ the munici- 
pal plant to strike at the business of the Wabash Valley Traction Company in 
any way possible. 


"This plan may be gratifying to the City administration, but it is a rather 


EXPENSIVE and highly DISTASTEFUL one to the citizens of Fort Wayne, 
who would infinitely PREFER the SAFETY of their streets and the RE- 
SPECTABILITY of their parks to the punishment of those who hape hap- 
pened to incur the displeasure of his serene highness, William J. Hosey."
